The headlines make much of the fact that the agricul­ 
tural bill, as passed finally yesterday, carries an increase of 
$1,082,000 over the original bill passed by the House. 
Without the text of the measure before us it is not pos­ 
sible to analyze it in detail, but it can he safely said that no 
money which shall be spent under this administration will be 
productive o f such lasting benefit to the country and con­ 
tribute so much toward permanent economic progress as the 
$36,774,000 appropriated by this bill. 
Politicians are accustomed to think of such appropriations 
as made for “the benefit of the farmer.”
